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Prof. Bingham and Party Discov- 


er Ruins of Great Center of 
Vanished Civilization 


WASHINGTON, 
D. C., 
July 
17.— , 


'Amazing and absorbingly interesting 
facts concerning the builders of the 
wonderful city of -Machu Picchu, the 
ancient Incas, are given in a communi- 
cation to the National Geographic so- 
ciety by Professor Hiram BInffham, di- 
rector of the Peruvian expedition of 
1315. sent out by ihe society and Yale 
university. 
The ruins of this great 


Center of a vanished civilization were 
discovered by Professor Blhgham and 
his i party after they had 
been lost 


for generations. 
Some of the results 


'of the expedition contained in the di- 
rector's report to the National Geo- 
graphic society, are given In a bulle- 
tin, issued today from the society's 
headquarters in Washington: 


"The builders of 
Machu 
Picchu," 


writes Professor Bingham. "had an 
elaborate system of highways through- 
out this little-known and almost unex- 
plored, country which lies between the 
Urub'amba valley and Apurlmac. This 
1 region was 
densely 
populated, and 


Machu Picchu was its capital. 


"Lack'of timber, the prevalence of 


heavy rains during part of the year, 
'.nd the'ease with which stone might 
e procured early led to the develop- 
lent'of stone as a building material, 
trength and permanence were secured 


through the keying together of irregu- 
lar blocks. 
The 
upper and 
lower 


surfaces of these~stones were frequent- 
ly cbrivexed or concaved, the convex- 
ity of one stone 
approximating 
the 


concavity of the adjoining stone. 
In 


constructing their walls the pure arch 
was not evolved. 
They developed sev- 


eral ingenious devices, such as 'loch 
holes,'-for fastening the bar back of a 
dobr; 'ring stones,' which were inserted 
In . the gables, to enable the roofing 
beams io be tied on; projecting stono 
cylinders, which could be used as points 
to'which to tie the .roof and keep it 
from blowing off. 


"Their pottery is marked' by simple 


and graceful lines, bearing a striking 
resemblance to that of ancient Greece, 
\nd resembling in its, simplicity and 
'tility come of the modern vessels at 
resent In use in'Freneh kitchens. Ow- 


ing to tlie extreme moisture of the cli- 
mate, the remains of cloth arc. very 
few; .but we know that the Inca peo- 
ples actually did arrive at a high der 
gree of- skill in the. manufacture of 
textiles through their ability to pro- 
cure the wool of the alpaca. 
By the 


use of. hand looms artistic and intricate 
patterns were produced and cloth of 
the most delicate texture was not un- 
common. 
Their metal articles were 


easily preserved, and so we have been 
able to learn that the people of Machu 
Picchu were extremely skillful makers 
of bronze. 


''Their :surgical tools were probably 


of bronze or obsidian. 
Surgery ap 


pears to have been practiced to a con- 
siderable degree, if one may Judge by 
the large number of trepanned skulls 
that we hc-ve found in caves within a 


radius of 25 miles of Machu Picchu. 
In some cases the cause of the oper- 
ation appears to have been disease; In 
others evidence leads to tha conclusion 
that the operation was Intended to re- 
lieve pain caused by wounds received 
n battle. 
Since the favorite weapon 


of the Inca peoples was the sling-, and 
clubs,were common, it is not surpris- 
ing that the skulls of many soldiers 
should have needed the relief that came 
from skillful trepanning. 
In the art 


of war they exhibit skill In defense 
rather than offense. 
Fortifications 


constructed with salients and reentrant 
angles so as to admit of lateral firo 
were not uncommon. 


'They had no machinery and did not 


use iron or steel. 
They used levers 


and inclined planes. 
They also made 


huge fibre ropes, out of which they 
constructed long 
suspension 
bridges. 


They thought 
nothing 
of handling 


blocks of stone weighing five tons and 
upward. 
Indeed, there are numerous 


stones that \veigh over 15 tons which 
were fitted together with a skill that 
has amazed all beholders. 


"It appears that the Incas and their 


Influence throughout the Andes extend- 
ed no farther north than 
the known 


limits of the llamas and the alpacs; 
in fact, the development of their cul- 
ture may bo said to have depended In 
large measure on their success in do- 
mesticating these varieties of the South 
American camel so long ago that no 
wild members of either species remain. 
Their ability to raise and train hun- 
dreds of thousand llamas which could 
carry from 50 to 100 pounds apiece 
enabled tho Inca peoples to cavry out 
engineering and 
agricultural 
works 


far more difficult than they could have 
accomplished had they been obliged 
to depend on human burden-bearers. 


"Most unfortunate waa the failure of 


the Incas to develop an alphabet, or 
even some form of hieroglyphic simi- 
lar to that which existed in southern 
Mexico and Centra) America. 
It Is re- 


markable indeed that a people who 
succeeded in 
equaling 
the 
ancient 


Egyptians in architecture, engineering, 
pottery, and textiles should have fallen 
BO far behind in the development of a 
written language. 
This is the most 


serious obstacle that stands in the way 
of our learning more of that enterpris- 
ing race."

This being refused 


the Intruder plunged a short sivord 
Into Mr. Campbell's breast, mortally 
wounding him. 


Mrs. Campbell 
struggled heroically 


with the assailant, and was stabbed 
repeatedly, succumbing to her wounds 
a few hours later. 
At the point of 


his sword the burglar, the police say, 
forced the Japanese maid to disclose 
the cash, box and he then made his 
escape with the 510.50 which1 it con- 
tained.

DUBLIN, 
July 17.—At the annual 


meeting of the Maynooth union, held 
at Maynooth college, yesterday, 
His 


Eminence, Cardinal Logue, 
the pri- 


mate of Ireland, took occasion to re- 
view exhaustively the recent events in 
Ireland, ontl his address has aroused 
great interest throughout the country. 


The cardinal presided, and about all 


the archbishops and bishops or Ireland 
were present. 


At the opening of his address the 


cardinal said there never was a. time 
since ho joined the union in which he 
was more anxious to see a large body 
of the clergy represented at the meet- 
Ing. The circumstances of the coun- 
try were 
very lamentable. 
Troubles 


were thickening around them, and his 
eminence thought their meeting fur- 
nished, the most favorable opportunity 
that the clergy of Ireland could have 
to exchange views with each other and 
to forecast means by which they, as 
ministers of the Prince 
of 
Peace, 


might endeavor to bring peace and 
Quiet and good feeling and union, to a. 
sadly-distracted and 
sadly-perturbed 


country. 


Ho defended tho priests of Ireland 


against the implication that they were 
in any way responsible for fomenting 
or encouraging the recent Sinn Fein 
rebellion. 


The priesthood of Ireland, he said, 


were generally in the position in which 
the unfortunate Greeks were in old 
times. Whatever went wrong the first 
thing that the governors of the coun- 
try and 
the administrators 
of 
the 


country turned to was to heap blame 
upon the priesthood. 


"I don't believe that there was any 


sympathy among the priests as a gen- 
eral body-.in all these things that we 
lament so- much that have 
occurred 


lately in Ireland. I believe that these 
reports upon which these gentlemen- 
county inspectors .and 
others—based 


their accusations of the priesthood on 
the occasion of this commission are 
simply gathered up from suspicions— 
suspicions that are fished up by their 
subordinates In the different parts of 
the country; and these suspicions are 
founded on the most futile and 
the 


most absurd grounds." 


He didn't remember in all Ireland 


any 
priest 
making 
an 
imprudent 


speech except in two cases. One he 
read, the other he heard of. The young 
priests, he said, or some of them, were 
represented as mad caps. The cap, he 
said, didn't fit them. 


He charged the government with be- 


ing directly responsible for the trou- 
ble by mismanagement and he charged 
it also with 
making the 
situation 


worse by Its method of punishing those 
arrested for complicity in the trouble.

eration. 


The jury retired at 2,60 o'clock. At 


6 o'clock Its members were taken to 
dinner, where they spent half an hour.

hour later came word thai a 


verdict had heen 
reached. Probably 


50 persons were still waiting for it. 
Orpet was sent for in his cell, and 
Judge Donnelly was still at the court- 
house. Three ballots were taken. The 
first two stood 11 to 1 for acquittal. 


Orpet was silent through excess of 


emotion. He was barely able to re- 
turn the handclasps of his attorneys 
Ho made, his way to the jurors and 
shook their hands one hy one, smiling 
widely, but saying nothing.

The case of Marlon Lambert and 


William H. Orpet In the course of its 
development became one of the most 
perplexing'in the annals of criminal 
history. Motive paralleled motive, ac

In the end the guilt or Innocence of 


the defendant, so far as the adduction 
of actual fact was concerned went to 
the Jury on the mystifying niceties of 
chemical /analysis and Orpet's own 
compromising conduct.

ed with as a permanent clement in

Here in France where, the poison gas 
has been used with most deadly effecl 
In Champagne, Argonne, and all along 
the fighting line, its ravage have been 
particularly apparent,.and the milltars 
attaches of many countries have been 
active in securing data for their gov- 
ernment on this new agency.

ical associations inspire to brave deeds, 
the British forces in their 
offensive 


against the Germans along the Somrae 
river should be heartened to extra- 
ordinary acts of valor by the thought 
that they are fighting in Picarrij-," says 
today's war geography bulletin of the 
National Geographic society, Issued in 
Washington. 


"This ancient province of France, 


now divided Into four departments— 
the Somme, Olse, Par-de-Calais, and 
Alsne—has two battlefields whose very 
names quicken the pulse of English- 
men, 
for It was at Crecy that the Black 


Prince won his spurs, and at Agin- 
court that Henry .V., commanding his 
yeomen with their cloth-yard bows, 
utterly overthrew the Bower of French 
chivalry. 


"Picardy is a treasured name in ro- 


mantic literature and in French his- 
tory. It had a literature of Its own 
in the 12th century and its soldiers 
were among the most valiant in France.

tleground for the French and English 
during the Hundred Years' war, for 
Its shores extend along the North 3v3 
and the

channel, from the 


River Aa. above Calais, to a point be- 
low Dieppe. 
Fifteen miles north of 


Abbeyville. one of the principal cities 
of Picardy, is Crecy where until late 
in tho 18th century there still sto'od 
the old windmill from which Edward 
III.' of England in 1846 watched his 
beloved son, the first Prince of Wales, 
at that time only 16 years of age, tri- 
umph over Philip of Valols. 
On this 


occasion the English were outnumbered 
four to one, and they wrought tei-- 
rlble havoc among the enemy, the loss- 
es of the vanquished being variously 
estimated at from 10,000 to 30,000. One 
of those who fell in this fight was the 
chivalrous John, King of 
Bohemia, 


who though blind led a heroic charge 
for his French ally. 
Some historians 


trace the Prince of Wales' crest of 
three ostrich feathers and the motto 
'Ich dien' (I serve), to this battle, the 
Black Prince adopting them from the 
fallen John In memory ot the event. 


"Less than 20 miles northeast -of 


Crecy IB Agincourt, where the Eng- 
lish archers, nearly 70 years later, af- 
ter letting: fly their clouds of arrows 
against the heavily armored 
nobles, 


attacked them with hatchers as they 
floundered helplessly In mud. Five 
thousand Frenchmen of noble birth, in- 
cluding their commander, d'Albert, con- 
stable of France, fell In this battle, 
while tbe estimate of English losses 
was astonishingly -low, some chron- 
iclers giving only 13 men at arms and 
a hundred foot soldiers. 


Several towns in Plcajdy—Amiens, 


Soissons 
and 
Beauvais—owo 
their 


names to the ancient tribes which In- 
habited this section, known as Belgica 
Secunda, when the Romans maintained 
armed camps along the valley of tbu 
•Somme. 
In the third century Chris- 


tianity was introduced and St. Quen- 
tin. 
from whom the Important town 


20 miles east of Peronne gets Its name, 
was martyred at that time. 


"Plcady was the heart of Merovin- 


gian France In the fifth century, for 
Clovis named Soissons as his capital, 
while Charlemagne designated Noy- 
on as his principal city, and the lesser 
Carolingians .in turn similarly hon- 
ored Laon. 


"By the treaty of Arras in 1435 the 


royal towns of the Eomme valley were 
ceded to Burgundy, but 42 years later, 
after the death of Charles thu Bold, 
Louis XL regained them. 
During its 


brief eras of peace the province thrived 
as a centre of the weaving industry, 
Flemish Immigrants having Introduced 
the art."

Strike Leader 
Issues 


Statement Defending 
Their Position 


A large group of the striking street 


pavers of Lowell held a conference this 
morning at the rooms of the Lowe!1. 
Trades & Labor council, 32 Middle st., 
and after transacting other business, 
drafted a statement of their position 
to be presented to the Lowell public. 
To a representative of The Sun they 
expressed surprise that Commissioner 
Morse had not reported the strike to 
the state board of arbitration and con- 
ciliation as required by law. The state- 
ment issued is as follows: 


Lowell, Mass., July 17, '18. 
Commissioner Morse is attempting to 


cloud the Issue wlien lie slates tlie 
grievances of the pavers and rammers 
is to be paid $4 per day for laboring 
work. 
The prievanees of the pavers 
and rammers is to receive mechanics 
wages for mechanics' work and to be 
employed from the first of April to the 
first 
ol 
December, excluding 
wet 
weather, at their calling as pavers, etc. 
The commissioner for five weeks be- 
fore last election paid these men pav- 
ers' wages as prevailed in Lowell, at 
whatever work they were assigned to. 
If these men were worth the wages 
before election, surely they ought to 
be 
worth the wages after election, 
unless they are victims of politics. 


Commissioner 
Morse 
talks 
about 
yardage. 
Pavers In Lowell ean give 
Commissioner Morse as much yardage 
and do it in a workmanlike manner as 
any pavers in tho country can. 
You 
.cannot expect to got yardage where 
there is no system. Where pavers must 
bar out stone drive, grade stakes, re- 
move platform, wait on themselves 
with material as 
they 
never 
have 
enough labor to give 
them 
even a 


fair show. 
If 
Commissioner 
Morse 


would get enough laborers to get grade 
ready and to place the material con- 
venient to tho pavers, sume as con- 
tractors do in other cities, 1 am con- 
fident he would bo satisfied with the 
amount of yardage. As there are only 
12 pavers and three rammers employed 
by tho.clty.of Lowell, it would not re- 
quire much additional labor to bring 
about satisfactory results. No one can 
expect the mechanics to do a large 
part of work when he cannot get the 
material. 
For many hours a flay the 
pavers are doing other class of work. 
Anyone who is familiar with tho sys- 
tem of contracting out. where quanti- 
ty and not quality Is not looked for, 
not saying anything about the graft 
that surrounds this method and which 
requires the strictest attention of the 
inspectors and city 
officials, 
to see 
specifications are followed so as to get 
any results. 
Contractors as a general 
rule pay more wages than tho city, 
and employ union men. The contrac- 
tor system of doing work would be 
more costly and work would not be 
performed In the workmanlike manner 
it Is at prc-sent. There is no contractor 
doing work for any city, unless they 
can get profit out of their contract, 
and there is no doubt that the con- 
tract system would Increase the cost 
of paving at least one-third, which 
would come out of the pockets of the 
tax-payers. 


Commissioner Morse says money bor- 
'rowed for black pavement for specific 
purposes must be expended for that 
particular -purpose. Why was the 530.- 
000-held over from last; year not ex- 
pended for the city purpose.for. block- 
pavement. 
If not needed why was it 


borrowed, 
creating 
unnecessary ex- 
'pense upon the tax-payers and paying 
Interest on money not used and can- 
hot be used, according to Commission- 
er Morse's statement only for the pur- 
pose that it was borrowed for, not- 
yrlthstanding the.fact that work'laid 
but to be done in the year 1915 and 
money borrowed for branch st, S40 yds.; 
Third street, 2500 yards; Thorndike si.. 
2000 yards: Fletcher street. 1500 yards; 
lower Dutton street. 4700 yards; East 
Merrimack street. 2500 yards, making a 
total yardage of 14,040.

had been done last year a 
out.

This Is the sixth contingent of Rus- 


sian troops, the arrival of which in 
France has been reported. Between

Two Blazes in Same

er Ruins of Great Center of 
Vanished Civilization 


WASHINGTON, 
D. C.. 
July 
17.— 


'^mazing and absorbingly Interesting 
facts concerning the builders of the 
wonderful city of Machu Picclui, the 
ancient Incas, are given in a communi- 
cation to the Natlbnal Geographic so- 
ciety by Professor Hiram Bingham, di- 
rector of the Peruvian expedition of 
1315, sent out by the society and Yale 
university. 
The ruins of this great 


center of a vanished civilization were 
discovered by Professor Bingliam and 
his party after they liad been lost 
for generations. 
Some of the results 


of the expedition contained in the. di- 
rector's repo'rt to the National Geo- 
graphic society, are given In a bulle- 
tin, issued today from the society's 
headquarters in Washington: 


"The builders of 
Machu 
Picchu," 


writes Professor Bingham, "had an 
elaborate system of highways through- 
out this little-known'and almost unex- 
plored country which lies between the 
Urubamba valley and Apurimac. This 
region was 
densely 
populated, and 


Jrachu Picchu was its capital. 


"Lack of timber, the prevalence of 


heavy rains during part of the year, 
and the ease with which stone might 
be procured early led to the develop- 
ment of stone as a building material. 
Strength and permanence were secured 
through the keying together of Irregu- 
lar blocks. 
The upper and 
lower 


surfaces of these stones were frequent- 
ly convexed or concaved, the convex- 
ity of one stone 
approximating 
the 


concavity of the adjoining stone.- 
In 


constructing their-walls the pure arcr 
was not evolved. 
They developed sev- 


eral Ingenious devices, such as 'lock 
holes.' for fastening the bar back of a 
door; 'ring stones.' which were Inserted 
in the gables lo enable the roofing 
beams to be tied on; projecting stoni 
cylinders, which could be used as poirti 
to which to tie the roof and keep 1 
from blowing off. 


"Their pottery is marked by simple 


and graceful lines, bearing a striking 
resemblance to that of ancient Greece 
and resembling: in its'simplicity, am 
utility some of the modern vessels a 
present In use ln; French kitchens. Ow 
ing to the extreme moisture of the cli 
mate, the r.-.inalns of cloth are verj 
few; b:ti wu know, that the Inca peo 
•vies actually did arrive at a high de 
;rce of sliill in the manufacture 
textiles through their-ability to pro 
cure the wool of the alpaca. 
By th 


use of hand looms artistic and Intricat 
patterns were produced and cloth o 
'the most delicate texture wasliot un 
common. ' Their metal articles wer 
easily preserved, and so we have'bee: 
able to learn that the people of Mach 
Picchu were extremely skillful maker 
of bronze..

60 persons were still waiting for it. 
Orpet was sent for In his cell, 
and 


Judge Donnelly was still at the courl - 
house. Three ballots were taken. The 
first two stood 11 to 1 for acquittal.. 


Orpet was silent through excess of 


emotion. Ho was barely able to re- 
turn the handclasps of his attorneys. 
He made his Nway to tho jurors and 
shook their hands ono by one, smiling 
widely, but saying nothing. 
Sketch of Case 


The case of Marlon Lambert 'and 


William H. Orpet In the course of its 
development became one of tho most 
perplexing In the annals of 
criminal 


history. Motive paralleled motive, ac- 
tion paralleled 
action, opportunity 


until the marks of murder and of sui- 
cide became substantially as one. 


In tho c-nd the guilt or innocence of 


the defendant, so far as the adduction 
of actual fact was concerned went to 
the jury oh the mystifying niceties of 
chemical analysis and Orpet's own 
compromising conduct.

this dis-. 


Unction having been accorded it in 15J6 
when tho courageous 
woman,

Foure, also known as Cathrlne de Pols.

it against the 


imperial forces of Charles V com- 
manded by the Count of Nassau. 
The 


title 'impregnable' was dropped by the 
city in 1S15. however, for in. that year 
it was captured by the Duke of Wel- 
lington. Its name stands high among 
the cities of courage In the 
Franco- 


German war. during which 
It with- 


stood a destructive bombardment of i: 
days and only capitulated because the 
civil population wns being decimated 
by an epidemic of smallpox. 


"The French maintained Peronna as 


a small military stronghold until ten 
years ago when its fortifications were 
razed, but up to the time of the onw.ird j 
sweep of the Germans toward Paris in 
the summer of 19H the four-towered 
castle was still standing and visitors 
were shown the celt in which, in the 
10th century, the unhappy French klna.

14 Survivors of Sunken 


Ramos Picked Up at 
Sea-40-Hour Battle 


PHILADELPHIA, July IT,—Stones of 


privation, a 40-hour battle in open 
boats against gales and mountainous 
waves, the loss of two of their num- 
ber, and finally, when all hands had 
almost given up hope, rescue by the 
United Fruit company's steamer Jose, 
were brought here last night by 14 
members of the freighter Ramos, which 
sane last Wednesday. -310 miles north- 
west of "Walling Island. 


The steward and one sailor,,of the 


44!Rarnos were drow'ned while leaving 
the ship. Fears are expressed for the 
safety of Capt. McGoldrick and-ctght 
other members of his crew who put 
off in a small boat, but who could not 
be found by the Jose. 
It is possible, 


however, they may have been picked 
HP by some other ship. 


The Jose, bound from Santa, Marta 


for Philadelphia, rescued the 14 men 
on Friday night off the North Caro- 
lina coast. It was after midnight when 
Captain Anderson of the 
Jose came 


upon the shipwrecked sailors in two 
small boats. The seas were still run- 
ning high, but he picked then; up with- 
out accident. 
Some of them. Captair 


Anderson said, were almost helpless 
because of their long fiirht without 
food or water. 
They were soon re- 


vived when taken aboard the rescue 
ship. 
The Ramos with a cargo of bitu 


lous coal sailed from Philadelphia-on 
uly D for Cartagena, Colombia, Two 
lays later she ran 'into the tropical 


rm that raged off the South Atlantic 


:oast last week. The first night of tho 
torm the rescued sailors said they 
expected to be dashed to pieces, but 
heir ship rode the waves in safety 
until nearly daylight when she sprang 
t leak and went down a, few hourn 
ater.

pavers of Lowell held a conference this 
morning at the rooms of the Lowell 
Trades & Labor council, 32 Middle si., 
and after transacting other business, 
drafted a statement of their position 
to be presented to the Lowell public. 
To a" representative of The Sun 
they 


expressed surprise that Commissioner 
Morse had not reported the slrltee to 
the state board of arbitration and con- 
ciliation as required by law. The state- 
ment issued is as follows:

Commissioner Morse is attempting to 
cloud the Issue when lie states the- 
grievances of ttie pavers and rammers 
is la be paid $-1 per day for laboring 
work.

If these men were worth the wages 
before election, surely they ought to

worth the wages after election, 
unless they are victims of politics. 


Commissioner 
Morse 
talks 
about 


yardage. 
Pavers in Lowell can give 
Commissioner Morse as much yardage 
and do .Jt in a workmanlike manner as 
any pavers in the country can. You 
cannot expc-ct to get yardage where 
there is no system. Where pavers must 
bar out stono drive, grade slakes, re- 
move platform, wait on themselves 
with material as 
they 
never 
have 


enough, labor to give 
them 
even a 


fair show. 
If 
Commissioner 
Morse 


would get enough laborers to get grade 
ready and to place the material con- 
venient to the pavers, same as con- 
tractors do in other cities, I am con* 
fldenl he would be satisfied with the 
amount of yardage. As there are only 
12 pavers and thrco rammers employed 
by the city of Lowell, It would not rc- 
ciulro much additional labor to bring 
about satisfactory results. No ono can 
expect the mechanics to do a large 
part of work when he cannot get the 
material. For many hours a day the 
pavers are doing other class of work. 
Anyone who Is familiar with the sys- 
tem of contracting out, whore quanti- 
ty and not quality is not looked for, 
not saying anything about the graft 
that surrounds this method and which 
requires the strictest attention of the 
inspectors and city 
oiiicials, 
to see 


specifications are followed so as to got 
any results. 
Contractors as a general 


rule pay more wages than the city, 
and employ union men. The contrac- 
tor system of doing work would be 
more costly and work would not be 
performed in the workmanlike manner 
it is at present. There Is no contractor 
doing work for any city, unless they 
can get profit, out of their contract, 
and there Is no doubt that the con- 
tract system would Increase the cost 
of paving at least one-third, which 
would come out of the pockets of the 
tax-payers.

They havo not had 


the same freedom to got credit on their 
real estate that others have had who 
were In manufacturing and commercial 
enterprises and "while they have sus- 
tained our life they did not in the same 
degree with some others share in tha' 
benefits of that life.

There was not a branch 
of forbidden business that was not af- 
fected and 
shocked into 
momentary 


respectability. Gamblers, although un- 
touched, passed the tip, and their pa- 
trons fled. Street walkers mysterious- 
ly vanished from the highways, pool- 
rooms, put up the 'blinds and

treat. 
Drug venders retired to their 


haunts. 
Air were unmolested, however, with 


the-exception of tile keepers and fre- 
quenters of houses of ill repute.
